cover this secret of nature. In 1886 
they gave to fa rm e rs the gre atest 
of discoveries in agricultural his­ 
tory. M any y ea rs later two more 
painstaking G e i m a n scientists. 
Noble-Hltner, developed a safe and 
sure method of providing the soil 
with proper legume bacteria for 
the different legumes.

We have a peculiar public opinion. 
It is an opinion that makes the employer of much labor 
Public Enemy No. 1. 
It is an opinion that makes of the miser a man for ridi­ 
cule because of the manner in which he seems to punish 
himself, but not one inviting public enmity. 
If a man owns a factory and employs many men. his 
name is shouted out in labor halls as that of a public enemy, 
by men who are climbing to political positions on the backs 
of labor. 
If he spends the proceed» on yachts, on mansions, on 
summer and winter homes giving employment to house serv­ 
ants in all of them the year around, or even spends them on 
fast, or slow, horses, for this he is to be rated as a public 
enemy. 
If on the other side of the city is a man whose interests 
are in real estate, which requires only a few person* for 
maintenance; if he gives employment to none except the few 
who fire the stokers and scrub the floors; if he lives in a 
modest dwelling and keeps the money that the other man 
spends 
for several groups of servants, his name never is 
heard in labor halls from the mouths of agitators. 
Nobody 
regards him as a public enemy. 
Yet what would labor do without the man whose ambi­ 
tion leads him to make industrial investment, industrial de­ 
velopments, and to maintain large labor payrolls? 
Such a public opinion, cultivated as it is, removes from 
men the desire to be known as an employer of much labor. 
The mere existence of a C. I. O. is a deterrent to invest­ 
ment. 


T H E BID FO R IN E F F IC IE N C Y 
‘ There is far more danger in public than in private mo­ 
nopoly. for when government goes into business it always 
can shift its losses to taxpayers,” said Thomas A. Edison, j 
who acquired something more than a local reputation for

the first requisite of business." 
R ecords of rugged honesty, achievement in profession 
and in business, and conduct in war have given the people 
a confidence in their presidents that has created a confidence 
in their government. To the people the president is the per-! 
Bonification of the government. 
Therefore, if the govern­ 
ment undertakes business, it is in the best hands the people 
know 
Of course, all that is superficial. 
The president i* a 
leader, but he can not begin to do even the things that are 
designated in law as duties of the president. 
We have come 
down to a day when a matter under discussion is which of the 
presidents handy men wrote this speech 
and that one. 
The result is that the business of th e government is 
delegated to cabinet officers and by them to bureau chiefs 
and by them to field men. and by the time we get down to I 
responsibility for failure we find a maze of red tape, » crew 
of common politicians who failed back home and were saved 
bv appointment to office, and the common sluggishness and 
inefficiency for which popular government is noted. 
With a sort of fanatical faith in the present government 
we have thrust it into socialistic enterprises, registering one 
failure after another, proving nothing that we didn’t already 
know about the inefficiency of government in business.
